The amendment to 
claim 37 will not be entered because claim 37 is directed to a non-elected claim. Were the amendments made to claims 1, 30, 31, 33 and 
34 only, the amendments will be entered. The art rejections based on Perez have been maintained. While it is true that the biaxial foam 
and fibrillated foam are two different products, the difference between them is not present in the claims. Applicant's representative argues 
that the fibrillated foam of Perez has no foam structure due to the hydroentangling treatment. The arguments are not quite persuasive 
because the depth of fibrillation of an oriented foam depends on the extent of fibrillation, which with hydroentangling processes can 
depend on, the surface of the oriented foam where the hydroentanglement does not extend through will still have a foam structure. Perez 
discloses the foam having an average cell size less than 100 microns prior to orientation (column 8, lines 40-47). Accordingly, the art 
rejections are sustained. 
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
